NEW TAX PLAN 
AIDS BUSINESS, 
VINSON CLAIMS 


Revision Bill Tentatively 
Approved By House 
Committee 


DESIGNED TO EASE 
BURDEN OF TAXES 


Would Modify Undistrib­ 
uted Profits, Capital 
Gains Levies 


(By A ssociated P ra ia ) 
WASHINGTON 
Feb 24.—Repre­ 
sentative Vinson iD., Ky.) said to­ 
day the tax revision bill tentatively 
approved by the house ways and 
means committee would ease m ateri­ 
ally the tax burden on virtually all 
cor p^i i at ions and businesses 
‘The bill will not keep firms from 
expanding and branching out and 
providing employment—ii they really 
want to do it,” he .said in an inter­ 
view 
"Our objective was to relieve hard­ 
ships and inequities and to rah* 
the same amount of revenue, and I 
think the bill will do that.” 
Would Modify Taxes 
The legislation, drafted by a sub­ 
committee which 
Vinson headed, 
would 
modify 
the 
undistributed 
profit* and capital gains taxes and 
put a new .surtax on family or 
closely-held corporation*. 
A minority member of the sub­ 
committee. Representative Crowther 
iR , N. Y.i, asserted there was "no 
great issue left in the bill.” 
‘ The undistributed profits tax has 
almost, 
been 
destroyed,' 
he 
ex­ 
plained. "We have taken the $25,000 
corporations and said, 'you're out. 
We exempt you.’ 
"Some of the small corporations 
would pay a little more normal tax, 
but they would have the privilege 
of complete discretion ovct use of 
earnings and dividends."

Crowther said, also would have that

but

charged a four per cent tax on their 
undistributed eat nim s 
• We are coaxing instead of com­ 
pelling dividend distribution,” sum­ 
marized Crowther. 
Vinson said the highest tax appli­ 
cable to any corporation under exist­ 
ing law, he said, is 32 4 per cent.

The highest tax proposed for any 
corporation with earnings of $25,000 
or leas, Vinson said, is 14 I per cent, 
while those with net incomes up to 
$5,000 would pay 12'-j per cent at 
the most. A provision for allowing 
deductions for property depreciation, 
he continued, allows “very material 
relief ’’

to income remaining after a closely- 
held corporation had paid its normal 
taxes, deducted the amount of diVi­ 
ci* nds. and then subtracted one of 
the.se three: $60,000.
